Digging for buried treasure is an old story to pioneers 
r and who have seen numerous treasure hunters seeking fortunes 

* supposedly buried by the Padres 
and Indiana in the early days in 
Orange county. Years ago a few 
gold pieces were uncovered in the 
Santa Ana mountains, but so far 
as is known, that one incident is 
the only time that treasure has 
actually been uncovered in the 
county.

Men Secretive 

When questioned by a Journal 
reporter concerning their project, 
the men ' t e «erre H ve One, 
however, said the group had heard 
there was treasure buried at that 
particular spot, and they were 
going Lo dig just to satisfy their 
(uriosity, if nothing else. 

"We don’t know if theie's any¬ 
thing to this or not." he remark¬ 
ed. "but we heard that there was 
treasure buried here and we re 
going to find out for sure.” 

The treasure seekers are going 
to after the thing in a business-like 
y*- way.

Optimistic over the possibility 
that Governor Merriam will sign

‘Italy Great Power’

He said that 
Italy, as a great power, could not 
continue allowing herself to be 
wounded by provocations of 
Ethiopia. 

Italian officials fired the na¬ 
tion to new anger today with 
' publication of reports of two 
more incidents of “Ethiopian 
aggression.”

July 6, and an Eritrean soldier 
attached to the consulate was 
clubbed and stoned by 20 Ethio¬ 
pians.

Informed circles disclosed that 
the Italian ambassador to London, 
Dino Grandi, has been conferring 
with Joseph A. C. Avenol, League 
of Nations secretary-general. 
Officials said it was quite 
likely Grandi expounded Italian 
demands for a virtual protec¬ 
torate over Ethiopia as Italy's 
last effort to avoid a war of oc¬ 
cupation.

! those dates was saved. 

W'PA Aid Is Out 

While Congressman Collins’ in¬ 
formation indicates that the WPA 
as a source of help on the water 
program is out of the question, the 
belief is still expressed in some 
quarters that federal assistance on 
the county’s water project is still 
a possibility. It may come through 
the Public Works administration, 
in the form of a grant, some au¬ 
thorities believe. 

However, in view of the present 
situation, leaders on the water 
question today were trying to de¬ 
vise other means to be used if 
necessary in putting the water 
program over. 

Mr. Wallop also suggested an¬ 
other program which has been 
studied, and which provides for a 
type of channel control on the 
river which he said would sink 
flood water underground and at 
the same time would have certain 
protection features. This plan calls 
for building of concrete dykes 
across the stream to hold back the 
flow, and concrete "aprons” along 
the banks to protect them from 
cutting. These aprons would be 
hinged at the top so that they 
would stay close to the bank if the 
stream started to cut behind them. 

District Suggested 

This project would cost approxi¬ 
mately $2,000,000 and would con¬ 
serve a large amount of water, Mr. 
Wallop said. 

Mr. Mauerhan, pointing out that 
the cities of Santa Ana. Anaheim 
and Fullerton are vitally con¬ 

cerned with flood protection, said 
that a district could be formed to 
include them in its boundaries, to 
carry out a flood control project 
on the river.

the balance of the cost through a 
bond issue. 

The Elliott plan would conserve 
a total of 40,010 acre feet of water 
per year in the whole county. Of 
this sum, 21,000 acre feet would be 
conserved on the Santa Ana river 
at the Prado dam. There are 130,- 
000 acres in the basin affected by 
the Santa Ana river. Other fea¬ 
tures of the program call for 
works in Brea canyon, San Juan 
canyon, Carbon canyon, a dam 
above Fullerton, diversion works 
near Loftus, and works in Trabuco 
and Aliso canyons. The entire 
project would cost about $11,000,- 
000 . 

This is the program on which 
Orange county has pinned its 
hopes for the future. Regardless 
of whether it is constructed with 
federal aid or otherwise, Orange 
county leaders and citizens are 
more determined than ever today 
to solve their water problem. 
While leaders do not often say so 
publicly, it is a serious problem 
and the conviction is growing that 
now is the time to solve it. 


ARMS SHIPMENTS TO 
ETHIOPIA HELD UP 

LONDON, Thursday. July 11. 
(JPi —Well-informed sources said 
today that the British govern¬ 
ment was holding up the granting 
of export licenses for the ship¬ 
ment of munitions to Ethiopia. 

The statement was taken as an 
indication that Great Britain was 
joining other arms manufacturing 
countries in withholding war ma¬ 
terials from Ethiopia. 

Others Halt Arms 
Reports from France, Czecho¬ 
slovakia and Denmark previously 
have indicated tliat those nations 
have halted shipments of arms to 
the African empire. 

Great Britain stepped squarely 
Into the Italo-Ethiopian impasse 
today as Sir Samuel Hoare, for¬ 
eign minister, brought to a 
crowded house of commons a frank 
declaration of British foreign pol¬ 
icy. 

Sir Samuel declared that he did 
not feel Italy’s need for expansion 
and complaints against Ethiopia 
were sufficient cause for plunging 
into war. 

Italian ‘Need’ Seen 
The foreign secretary said he 
admitted the need of and the Brit¬ 
ish understanding of Italian over¬ 
seas expansion, but that still such 
need was insufficient for hostili¬ 
ties. 

He pleaded that England 
would not abandon “any reason¬ 
able chance which may offer 
itself for helping prevent a dis¬ 
astrous war.” 

Sir Samuel refused to divulge 
the lines being adopted toward 
this end. but assured the legisla¬ 
tors that there was no foundation 
for rumors that the government 
had asked the French to join a 
blockade against Italy or that 
Great Britain was pieparing “some 
isolated form of coercion.” 

Great Britain to Help 
He said Great Britain was will¬ 
ing to accept her full share of col¬ 
lective responsive fidelity to the 
League of Nations and its prin¬ 
ciples. 

Unofficial reports said that 
Italy itself has put forward a plan 
,o preserve peace in East Africa, 
through its ambassador to London, 
Dino Grandi. 

The unconfirmed rumors said 
that the Italian ambassador sug¬

HUNTINGTON B E A C H-In¬ 
auguration of the first annual 
“Black Gold Week” in Huntington 
Beach honoring the oil industry 
and the millions of dollars in min¬ 
eral wealth taken from the local 
field will be held September 1 to 
FT, it was announced this morning 
by Willis R. Osborn, chairman of 
the celebration committee. He was 
appointed hy D. E. Burry, presi¬ 
dent of the chamber of commerce. 

All oil companies in the Hunt¬ 
ington Beach field will be asked 
to aid in financing the proposition 
at an estimated cost of $100,000, 
Osborn said. The chamber of 
commerce, city of Huntington 
Beach and other interested organi¬ 
sations would also assist. 

A huge building would be con¬ 
structed on the ocean front, adja¬ 
cent to the west side of the pier. 
It would be raised to a level with 
the pier floor by five sets of pil¬ 
ings similar to those supporting 
the pier, according to Osborn. 

The structure would be perma¬ 
nent and would resemble a spa¬ 
cious arena inside. Displays of 
every phase of the oil industry, 
from drilling of wells to refining 
of gasoline, oil and by-products, 
would be the outstanding features. 
Oil companies would be permitted 
to install commercial booths.

Apartment houses. hotels, 
schools and institutions usually 
are carefully equipped with fire- 
escapes.

Private homes, 
however, are seldom equipped 
with any of the paraphernalia of 
fire-escape or prevention. In 
the country especially the fire 
risk is very great and the chance 
of saving the frame houses, many 
of them old and like tinder, is 
often very slim.

If there is a series of roofs he 
may be able to get out very eas¬ 
ily. but if his windows open on 
a sheer three-story drop, the sit¬ 
uation is at once changed.

Built I^ast Year 

Early in March of last year 
work was begun in construction 
and installation of the police radio 
broadcasting station here. The 
project was sponsored and is be¬ 
ing maintained by the board of 
supervisors, and is under the di¬ 
rect supervision of Sheriff Jack- 


Many persons in Orange county 
are unaware that 24 hours a day 
they are being protected from 
criminals in an vLicient manner 
through the medium of the Orange 
county police radio station KGHX. 
It is a comparatively new institu¬ 
tion in Orange county, and during 
its first ycir in operation it has 
more than proved its value in 
crime prevention. local peace 
officers state. 

Agitation to install a police 
radio in the county was first 
started in 1929. However, because 
of a lack of interest among the 
officers themselves, the plan never 
bore fruit at that time. 


son. 

During the first month of the 
station’s existence. 11 of the 
county's law enforcement agenc ies 
availed themselves of the service 
made possible through the radio, 
and 243 direct messages to cars 
and other stations were broad¬ 
cast. 

Every police department in the 
county is equipped with receiving 
sets, as are cars from the sheriff's 
office, the highway patrol and the 
state forestry service. 

How It Works 

During the last fiscal year, a 
total of 6188 direct messages and 
8558 messages of general police 
information were h r o a d cast 
through KGHX. During that 
time its service has been un¬ 
interrupted. and has been avail¬ 
able 24 hours a day. 

Here’s how the system works: 
Two cars become involved in an 
accident at Delhi road and South 
Main street, for example. A wit¬ 
ness telephones the Santa Ana po¬ 
lice department. The desk ser¬ 
geant there immediately relays 
the information to KGHX. and a 
call is then broadcast to the car 
patroling closest to the scene of 
the accident.

Can Ihr Orange county water 
district allow continued export of 
water to an area of 520 acres 
south of Laguna Beach until that 
region can arrange to bring in its 
own supply from the Traburo and 
Pan Juan basins? 

This question confronted the 
district's board of directors yester¬ 
day at the session in the Garden 
Grove Chamber of Commerce. It 
was presented by Col. M. B. Wel¬ 
lington. attorney, representing the 
South Coast county water district. 
Colonel Wellington said that the 
South Coast district would find it 
necessary to bring in Trabueo or 
San Juan water within five years 
and perhaps sooner. 

I ndrr Advisement 

The South Coast district lias 
been receiving water from Laguna 
Beach, which is in the Orange 
county water district, and has an 
annual allotment of 2025 acre 
feet. The board of directors took 
the matter under advisement until 
next month's meeting and in¬ 
structed their attorney. A. W. 
Rutan. to study legal aspects of 
the problem, with Colonel Welling¬ 
ton. 

Mr. Rutan said it might be pos¬ 
sible to work out an agreement 


along this line, but expressed the 
feeling that the county water dis¬ 
trict might be laid open to a law¬ 
suit filed by any resident of the 
district who might protest the ex¬ 
portation. While the board showed 
a desire to help in a solution of 
the problem, the opinion was ex¬ 
pressed by C. Roy Browning that 
such an agreement might estab¬ 
lish a precedent. It would be hard, 
he saifi, to deny any other area if 
this request is granted. 

I sell Small Amount 

Colonel Wellington pointed out 
that 70 acres of the area in ques¬ 
tion is within the county water 
district and thus entitled to water. 
The Laguna Beach allotment now 
equals 1.4 feet per acre ami on this 
basis the 70 acres in the South 
Coast area would be entitled to 
about 98 acre feet per year, he 
said. However, he said that last 
year the 520 acres in the area 
used only about 22 acre feet of 
water. 

A delegation headed by Elmer 
Crawford appeared with Colonel 
Wellington. Steps had been taken 
to prepare a petition for annexa¬ 
tion of the 520 acres to the water 
district. This petition, however 
was not presented yesterday.

Sunset Over Russia

with and the moon may be eom- 
! pletely obscured during mid- 
' totality, when it is in the center of 
! the earth's shadow, 
i This shadow is double. It is an 
inner well of total lack of sun- 
j light, the umbra, surrounded by 
the penumbra, a concentric ring 
j ol' partial earth shadow. 

The umbra is almost exactly 
[ three times the diameter of the 
i moon. The penumbra is an outer 
shadow ring about the moon's 
diameter. 

Like a Bronze Disc 

The moon will touch the penum- 
j bra first at 9:14 p. m. and be com¬ 
pletely in it at 10:12. At that time 
il should be a bronz disc. Again at 
'• 1:46 a. m. it will be completely in 
the penumbra after passing out of 
i the total shadow. 

In this eclipse the moon passes 
very nearly through the center of 
the umbra. Its course is slightly 
north of the dead center of the 
l blackness.

WASHINGTON. Thursday. July 
11. (JP>- The senate’s investigation 
of the Virgin islands \s-as recessed 
"subject to the call of the chair" 
by Chairman Tydings <D., Md.).

The action was taken without 
explanation after President Roose¬ 
velt personally had taken a hand 
in the controversy between Secre¬ 
tary Ickes and Tydings over the 
conduct of the investigation hy 
summoning both to the white 
house. 


Interest of Santa Ana doctors 
and druggists has been aroused 
by news this week from San 
Francisco telling of 12 hay region 
women who became temporarily 
blinded after using dinitrophenol, 
ar. anti-fat drug. According to 
reports from the northern district, 
the blindness has been caused by 
cataracts forming over the eyes 
within periods of as short as two 
months after taking the drug. 

Use of the drug in Orange 
county, the dortors and druggists 
claim, is negligible, it having been 
used only in a few cases and then 
under the care and constant su¬ 
pervision of physicians. 

There have been a few cases in 
the county where the drug has 
been used successfully, according 
to Itr F. L Russell, acting head 
of the county health department 
in the absence of Dr, K. H. Suth¬ 
erland. These cases, he pointed 
out, were supervised by physicians 
who kept an accurate watch on 
progress of the patient at all 
stages of the treatment. 

"Dinitrophenol.” he said, "is a 
drug, that cannot be self-admin¬ 
istered with safety. In fact it 
cannot lie secured without a doc¬ 
tor's prescription except in cer¬ 
tain patent weight-reducing medi¬ 
cines." 

Once Hud Demand 

Dr. Russell said that when the 
drug first became known for its 
powers of fat elimination there 
was a demand for it, and many 
patent medicine formulas includ¬ 
ing this drug were placed upon 
the market. Physicians would 
prescribe it, however, only after 
thorough examination of the pa¬ 
tient and after basa-metabolism 
tests, he stated 

The use of the drug in this 
county was curbed approximately 
six months ago, when two deaths 
from its use were reported, one 
from St. Louis and another from 
Chicago. In both cases the drug 
had been self-administered. Since 
that time very few prescriptions 


for the drug have been ordered 
in the county, it has been learned. 

Frank Koss of the K. B. drug 
stores said today that so far as 
he knows the drug is not being 
used in Santa Ana at all. He 
said that under a state law its 
sale is prohibited except on a doc¬ 
tor's prescription. 

Afraid of It Here 

K L. Madden, pioneer druggist 
here, said the drug has never been 
used to any great extent in this 
city. People have been afraid of 
it ever since its effects were first 
described in the journal of the 
American Medical association. He 
said that so far as he knows not 
more than three or four prescrip¬ 
tions for the drug have ever been 
filled in the city. 

Other dortors and druggists con¬ 
firmed these statements, that the 
effects of the drug were first 
noted during the world war when 
workers in munitions plants 
where it was used, developer, 
fever, perspired heavily and lost 
weight After considerable inves¬ 
tigation the cause of this trouble 
was traced to chemicals with 
which they were working. 

Danger Stressed 

Later in extensive research in 
which guinea pigs and other ani¬ 
mals were used, it was proved 
that doses of the drug caused the 
increased temperature, perspiring 
and loss of weight. Later the 
drug was administered to human 
beings and the same result was 
noted. 

Santa Ana doctors and drug¬ 
gists in stressing the danger of 
using the drug, except under su¬ 
pervision of a physician, pointed 
out that, if taken in too large 
amounts, the effects can be dras¬ 
tic. In the early days of its use, 
they say, a physician died from 
its effects. 

In cases where temporary blind¬ 
ness was caused where the drug 
was used, according to reports 
from San Francisco, the blindness 
was caused by cataracts forming 
over the eyes.

yyASHINGTON, Thursday. July 
11. A lot of people are won¬ 
dering why hard-hitting young 
Marriner Eccles, governor of the 
federal reserve board, suddenly 
about-faced and gave public ap¬ 
proval to the banking bill after it 
was hamstrung by Senator Car¬ 
ter Glass. 

The bill is his prize pet. and 
when he first heard about the 
senate committee's report. Eccles 
nearly hit the ceiling. 

He rushed to Secretary Morgen- 
thau, boiling over with plans to 
blast the mutilated measure and 
Glass with it. He proposed hold¬ 
ing a press conference and firing 
all barrels. But Morgenthau cau¬ 
tioned calmness and advised him 
to see the President. 

Roosevelt shook his head. 

“That is not the way. Marriner," 
he said. “I can't take on any more 
fights with congress. I ve got my 
hands full. We will have to use 
other methods." 

Those other methods already 
have been worked out by the 
President and his strategists. 

Chief factor in this plan is the 
controversy which has raged for 
years between the two banking 
committee chairmen of congress 
Glass of Virginia in the senate and 
Steagall of Alabama in the house. 

Steagalls banking views are 
just the antithesis of Glass's. 
Where the fiery Virginian is con¬ 
servative and deathly opposed to 
the central banking proposal. 
Steagall is a monetary liberal. 

The bill which already has passed 
the house with Steagall’s bless¬ 
ing is in the form the adminis¬ 
tration wants it It gives full force* 
to Title 2. which provides for gov¬ 
ernment - regulated central bank¬ 
ing. 

Roosevelt, with other congres¬ 
sional fights on his hands, now 
plans to let Steagall take on Glass

He has found that much Amer¬ 
ican trade with Germany is con¬ 
ducted by barter.

Peek came across 
one where an American commod¬ 
ity was shipped to Germany and 
traded for a German commodity 
bought by Uruguay; in turn South 
American beef was sent to France, 
and the original U.S. shipper col¬ 
lected in French francs. 

Peek is preparing this evidence 
for his fight, with Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull. He plans to 
demand that the government fol¬ 
low the lead of private industry 
and execute barter deals of its 
own.

POLITICS OR FLOOD CONTROL? 

T HE ROOSEVELT four billion ei£ht hundred million 
public works relief program is being interpreted in 
some sections as having a political influence, and an ad¬ 
ministration gesture that will reflect to the advantage of 
the President in his campaign for renomination. This 
view is the one held by Huey Long and other members 
of the President’s own party. 

Some significance is attached to this opinion by 
others whose political affiliation is contrary to that of 
the administration, in that major projects such as the 
Orange county flood control job, are practically prohib¬ 
ited under the rule that only so much per man can be 
expended. This forces the expenditures to minor projects 
with a low cost. 

This spread will naturally cause a distribution of 
funds in all states of the union, and being an administra¬ 
tion measure with an application just prior to the presi¬ 
dential campaign, students of politics say it furnishes a 
strong weapon to Roosevelt political perpetuation. If the 
funds were consumed in but few states having major proj¬ 
ects the political influence would be restricted. That is 
the viewpoint of politicians who analyze not only the bill 
but the purpose. 

However, while the possibility of using government 
funds for personal political purposes is always present— 
and this accusation has been made by members of the 
President’s own party—it is hoped that the money will 
actually accomplish the purpose of affording employment 
to those who are unemployed, and give the government 
something for the money expended. 

Irrespective of how the money is spent the fact re¬ 
mains that four billion eight hundred million dollars to 
be expended at the discretion of any one man is a tre¬ 
mendous power, and does possess unlimited political pos¬ 
sibilities. 

With the legislature beating us out of the Mojave and 
the WPA working against the flood control on the Santa 
Ana river, Orange county right now is interested in some¬ 
thing besides a forthcoming presidential campaign.
